pleton because the proposed $425,000 
bond issue for junior high school pur- 
poses will not meet the cost of fully 
equipped buildings. Instability of the 
market, which caused building costs 
to go up and not to come down, is 
the reason for the shortage.

ties," said Lee C. Rasey, principal of 
Appleton high school, who is one of 
the committee which has been work- 
ing with the architects.

The first draft of the plan for the 


east end school has been submitted to 
the Board of Education by Perkins. 
Fellows and Hamilton. If there was 
money enough to build the school, it 
probably would have been accepted 
with a few minor changes. In that 
plan there was a combination auditor- 
ium and gymnasium, which is not the 
best thing for the school, but infinitely 
better than neither gymnasium nor 
auditorium. This plan was based on 
the requirements for a junior high 
school program outlined by Lee C. 
Rasey, with the idea that the enroll- 
ment in these schools would be 400 for 
each at first but that the number 
which must be planned for in each 
school will be 600, 


Mr. Rasey's calculation on the num- 


ber of rooms required for 600 students 
in a school was 32. If the building is 
to be constructed for the present en- 
rollment with no thought for the fu- 
ture increases, five of these rooms 
may be eliminated. The total number 
of classes which he has estimated for 
the school in which 450 students are 
enrolled is 113 daily. Eighteen Eng- 
lish classes each day would require 
four class rooms for that subject. 
There would be the same number of 
classes in mathematics 
and 
social 


science and the same number of rooms 
for each subject. The social science 
group in the junior high school plan 
Includes geography, history and civics. 


NEED SHOP EQUIPMENT 


There will have to be three rooms 


given over to shop equipment in order 
to take care of the eight classes each 
day in this field. The physical train- 
ing program provides for 12 classes 
each day and will require two rooms 
for gymnasium 
purposes. Kitchen, 


dining room and sewing room will be 
necessary for the home training work 
of the girls. 
Seven classes of both 


muslc'and drawing will necessitate a 
room apiece. 


Because of the nature of commercial 


work, two rooms will be necessary for 
tlte typewriting classes which will be 
taught in the eighth and ninth grades. 
Two classes each day will be taught 


in French and Latin and these will be 
taught in one room. Eight classes of 
general science will necessitate two 
rooms. One room will be used for the 
library, one for the auditorium and 
three for the administration 
The lat- 


ter include a teachers' room, a central 
office and a principal's office. 


MIGHT ENLARGE IATER 


Every effort is being made to meet 


the situation in the best way for Ap- 
pleton and the children of Appleton 
who will have to'get their education 
in these buildings. If thpre is no wav 
to build what is actually needed, it 
is possible that the schools will bp 
built on the unit system with neither 
auditoriums nor gymnasiums at tho 
present time. The plans for such a, 
tuilding will incorporate all thr> class 
room necessities in the main unit and 
will allow for the addition of a gj mnas- 
ium unit at one end and an auditorium 
unit at the other. 


No extras such as a cafeteria or 


swimming pool have been considered 
by the committee because they are be 
yond the means of the school board at 
this time Both of these features and 
many others which are being included 
in schools which are right up to th° 
minute are advisable. They arp impos- 
sible in Appleton even though tho pi es- 
cnt sum of money could be substan- 
tially raised. 


START IN SPRING 


In spite of the 
many 
difficulties 


which are arising to delay the work 
of these schools, Mr. Rasey feels that 
ground for the east end school will be 
broken in April of this year. Ground 
for the west end building \\ill be 
broken soon after, but the difficulty 
over the ,sito is causing extra delay 
there.

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HYDRO-ELECTRIC POWER 


Connecticut is a ^tate in which there 


lias been intensive development of manu- 
facturing. 
Like others of the New Eng- 


land states it is the location of large and 
concentrated industry. The consumption 
of power for manufacturing is therefoi-e 
heavy. 
One does not think of Connecti- 


cut as a state particularly favorable to 
the production of hydro-electric power, 
ret very much of the energy used to op- 
ernte its mills and factories is derived 
from this source . There are four large 
dams on the Housatonif 
river 
alone, 


from which electrical cnercy i^ supplied 
1o the important industrial cities of "Wa- 
terbury. Xcw Britain. Danbury. Bristol 
and Ansonia. It is proposed to construct 
two additional dams which will extend 
the hydro power field to almos_t_ the en- 
tire western half of the state. 


"We. have had 
considerable develop- 


ment of water power in Wisconsin, and its 
conversion into electrical energy. A large 
portion of the northeastern section of the 
state is supplied with this kind of power, 
and much more is to be developed. There 
are many other localities in "\N isconsin 
similarly served, and it is certain that in 
the future all of tV potential water pow- 
er in the state will finally be utilized. 


In the aggregate hundreds of thou- 


sands of horsepower have been created 
throughout the United States from the de- 
velopment of hydro-eleetric current. Even 
the smaller dams, of which there are 
many hundreds scattered" over the coun- 
try, yield a prodigious amount of power, 
•while the larger dams like those on the 
Niagara, the Roosevelt dam and other 
•western and southern undertakings, de-,' 
Tclop enormous horsepower. 
v 


The utilization of water power, through 


its conversion into electrical energy, is 
one of the country's greatest economic 
need'-. 
Xot only does it in most instan- 


ces furnish the cheapest power known, 
but it has come to be a material factor in 
reducing Ilic demands upon our coal sup- 
plies. 
The development of water power 


greatly reduces coal consumption, and to 
Flint extent makes a community or a state 
secure against fuel shortages and exorbi- 
tant prices for coal. 
Strange to say. the 


production of electrical power from riv- 
«»rs has made only limited progress in the 
Tnitcd States, yet the country is rich in 
this source of energy. 
The time is near 


at hand when economy alone will force 
1ho development of a vast amount of po- 
tential water power, quite irrespective of 
how or when the coal problem is solved. 


One of the chief arguments in favor 


of the St. Lawrence seaway project, is 
1hat it will afford the means of df-vclop- 
ment of a vast amount of electrical ener- 
gy, greatly reducing coal consumption 
and relieving both tlje mines and rail- 
roads of the demands upon them for steam 
coal. 
The value of the hydro-electric 


power alone will yield large dividends 
on the cost of this enterprise, particular- 
ly in the years to come. 
It would be as 


'.^Foolish not to avail ourselves of this great 


natural reservoir of power as it would be 
not to connect the heart of producing 
[America by water with flic ports and 
markets in the world. 


WORKING FOE CHILDHOOD 


The Children's bureau of the U. S. de- 


partment of labor has been functioning 
only a little more than ten years. "When it 
•was established in 1912 it was the first 
public agency in the world "directed to 
consider as a whole the problems of child- 
'toood and child life." 


Since that lime interest in and under- 


standing of child welfare have been 
^spreading steadily. 
Today there arc for- 


1y-six state bureaus dealing with child 


-,]i«!«lth: there was but one in 191^. The 


iuin:ner of states providing mothers' pcTi- 


have increased .from two to forty. 


Forty-two states are now availing them- 
selves of the aid provided in the Sheppard- 
Towner maternity aet. In more than halt" 
the states special bureaus are looking out 
for the interests of-dependent, neglected 
or delinquent children. 


It has been a deeade of progress and 


promise, both in regard to the work of 
the national children's^nireau and that of 
state and local child welfare organiza- 
tions. 
Every child who has been given 


health, education and protection from ex- 
ploitation is so much national wealth con- 
served. 
And through the work of res- 


cuing these children the public is slowly 
being taught how to eliminate the un- ^ 
wholesome and evil conditions from which 
the children are rescued.

About two-thirds of the aliens admis- 


sible to the United States during the fiscal 
year ending next June have arrived al- 
ready.

Africa 
and Australia.

the countries of northwestern Europe, 
from which came nearly, all of the orig- 
inal American, stock, have scut less than 
half of their annual quotas. 


The people represented in the forego- 


ing list are doubtless all right in their 


way. 
and some of them make good Amer- 


icans. 
But in general, the almost toler- 


ant American is bound to admit that 
their way is seldom our way. 
Crude as 


the present restrictive arrangement is, 
it does seem to be effective in the quar- 
ters where it is most needed.

FORESTRY IN ILLINOIS 


The Illinois Forestry association states 


in a recent report that in spite of the fact 
that the state has from 4.000-000 to 
5.000.000 acres of land better suited to 
tree growth than to any other purpose, 
practically nothing has been done to 
keep these acres productive. 


The association lias worked out a com- 


prehensive program which should com- 
pletely reverse the situation. It plans to 
push legislation providing for forestry 
courses in the state college of agriculture, 
with forestry demonstration work at the 
state experiment station. It is working 
also for more adequate fire protection, 
for state acquisition of forest lands both 
for park purposes and for commercial 
timber growing. It advocates study of - 
the question of fotest land taxation and 
of the timber needs of Illinois industries. 


Groups intcrcstcd'in forestry problems 


are undertaking similar work in other 
btates. 
"Wisconsin is in great need of a 


constructive forest policy. 
Although it 


is too late to save virgin forests which 
should never have been destroyed, there 
is hope in the accumulating evidence, 
that the nation is waking up to the need 
for oaring for Mich forests as are left it 
and 
for 
replacing 
others 
whenever 


possible.

No 
matter what ails you. minor or grave, functional or 
organic, you are pretty sure to feel nervous, tired 
and worn out.

tired and worn out he gives no inkling as 


to the ppssible cause or nature of his trouble, and 
even the two pages of symptoms which he adds 
and which I considerably omit leave me as far at 
sea as a doctor can possibly be as to what ails the 
man. 
Had the correspondent been a little less exper- 


ienced in symptom recital and a little more commu- 
nicative in regard to his mode of life and habits, 
I might have formed a vacue conception of the 
character of his affliction. No. not a diagnosis, but 
| just an idea whether he ought to consult, say a 
| physical trainer who will treat him rough or a golf 
instructor who will insult him to within an inch 
of his (the instructor's) life, or maybe just a doctor 
who will make him quit smoking or put him on his 
feet.'

Feeling nervous, tired and worn out. a man 


or woman may ha\e almost any of the more insid- 
ious diseases of adult or mature life. It is exceed- 
ingly bad business to fiddle around guessing at the 
cause of such feelings of inviting guessing contests 
if > cm still have anything to li\ e for. Don't expect 
to buy new life or renewed youth and health for 
$1.69.' It isn't done. Loosen up and blow yourself 
to a modern luxury, a complete physical examina- 
tion by your physician and the various technical ex- 
perts he designates for the various technical tests 
your case requires. All this will most as much as 
a new overcoat or a tire, but it is a sound invest- 
ment after all. particularly if you come through 
marked msurable.

amendment," 'Mr. -French said. "We 
are told that there is more liquor be- 
ing consumed for beverage purposes 
than ever before and that.prohibition 
is a failure. 
No man, be he wet or 


be he'dry, ought to bej^ifraid of the 
facts. 
What are the results of pro- 


hibition in three years? 
Of course 


the policy has not been 
fairly.tried 


out. Peace officers have been derelict 
in their duty, prosecutors have failed 
to prosecute even on the very best 
of evidence, juries have hesitated to 
convict when the facts were clear 
and judges have not imposed the kind 
of penalties that breed confidence fn 
the minds of law abiding people. The 
public press has not been sympathetic, 
the moving picture and the vaudeville 
have not given very much-cooperation 
and yet prohibition has proven 
its 


value in three short years against 
overwhelming odds. 


"The object of the liquor crowd is 


not to bring back beer but to repeal 
the eighteenth amendment itself and 
to accomplish this thing, there is an 
International Association against Pro- 
hibition. 
• ' 


"The issue is no longer prohibition 


itself. 
The question now is one of 


observance of the constitution, and 
the laws of the land. It is originally 
against law and order. The situation 
must be met by education."

ernment, eight hundred million are 
to defray expenses due to hostilities. 
This amount includes no pensions or 
outlay for reconstruction:

gest Item Is 360 million franca for the 
maintenance of French troops in the 
Near East. It costs France 66 million 
francs a year.to share in the occupa- 
tion 
of 
Constantinople, • and 
the 


troops located in the Sarre district 
cost 24 million a year. 


Little odds and ends of expense, 


such as decorations of persons and 
towns for' valor during the war; the 
expenses of missions sent abroad, etc, 
reach the respectable figure of 148 
million francs.
